An appealing note is 
creeping into 
campaign oratory, a familiar note 
voters have heard before. 
It is the argument that the United States should 
be grateful for what it has received under Democrat­ 
ic; administrations—so grateful it will not turn against 
Democrats running for 
office this year 
under the 
handicap of 
shortages and a 
general cpndition of 
economic, political and ideological confusion. These 
things, Democrats say, were to be expected They oc­ 
cur after all wars The United States should be thank­ 
ful things are not worse than they are, because look 
how bad they are in other places Prosperity is just 
around the corner, if the people will be patient. 
Perhaps it really is unjust to hold shortages and 
related confusions against the party in power. 
But 
that's the way it looks in politics. In 1932 the United 
States, which had enjoyed its highest national income 
and greatest prosperity under Republican administra­ 
tions since 1921 had heard appeals from party spokes­ 
men to keep on being grateful. TIU* appeal* began in 
1930, when Republicans were trying to hold their m a­ 
jority in Congress, as the Democrats are trying to do 
this year. Congressional elections th at year swept out 
so many incumbent Republicans that a House margin 
of IOO members was reduced to a margin of two; tile 
party also lost five seats in the Senate. 
It was explained that conditions were bad every­ 
where, that the United States was more fortunately 
situated than other nations and th a t if the people 
would be patient the 
Republican party 
would have 
everything back in shipshape condition soon Prosper­ 
ity, tt was pointed out, was just around the corner. 
Things could be a Jot worse and the truth is 
they 
weren't so bad. That was the majority party's cam­ 
paign Hue from 1930 to 1932, There was only one thing 
wrong with it. 
The country was running out of patience. It saw 
nothing ahead but more of the same. 
In one of the 
shrewdest and hardest-hitting campaigns of propa­ 
ganda ever loosed on popular opinion in this country, 
Democratic retainers led by d iaries Michelson smear­ 
ed the Hoover 
administration 
with Hie 
blame for 
everything from the international collopse after World 
War I to the state of the weather In 1932 and every 
year for the next 12 tile 
Democratic party ran it* 
campaigns against the political symbol of the people’s 
resentment for the depression. They are using the same 
tactics again tills year, but there's one tiling wrong 
with it. 
^They are on the defensive themselves now 
The 
country is running out of patience. 
It sees nothing 
ahead but more of the same. The Republicans have no 
Micheison to smear the incumbents, but under the 
circumstances they need none. Democrats have their 
own built-in apparatus for committing character as­ 
sassination on each other—a split party. Its Ironic, 
the way it’s turning out. It may upset the Democratic 
majority in the House, or come as close as it did in 
1930. It may mean that Harry Truman at the end of 
four years will have no more political future than Her­ 
bert Hoover had at the end of four years. Things hap­ 
pen that way in politics 
But let no Democrat above the age of two years 
utter a complaint. It isn’t on record that any Demo­ 
crat ever turned compassionate when the tide was 
running the other way and it was Republicans plead­ 
ing with voters to bt? sensible and not hold adversity 
against tile party in power. Turn about is fair play 
The Democratic party set a bad precedent in 1930, 
1931 and 1932 for claiming in 1946 that voters should 
be patient because tilings could be a lot worse.

Whatever the substance may be. 
the theory is that w hen these people 
come in contact with it. they react 
to it by a release of histamine into 
the blood. 
Histamine Is ordinarily present 
in the cells of the body, but only a 
very tiny bit indeed 
is 
normally 
present in the blood stream. Some 
people seem unable to tolerate any 
larger amount of this substance in 
the circulation and they are the 
ones who are believed to develop 
migraine when 
histamine 
enters 
the blood 
Because of these considerations, 
Dr. 
Stuyvesant Butler 
and Dr. 
William 
A 
Thomas 
of 
Chicago 
treated a number of patients with 
migraine by giving them injections 
of histamine in gradually increasing 
doses. Thirty-four patients were in­ 
cluded in the study The histamine 
wits dissolved in a salt solution and 
injected very slowly into 
a 
vein, 
about five drops per minute. 
The entire injection usually took 
from four to eight hours. As many 
as three or four treatments were 
given with a day of rest between 
injections. Hie preparation was not 
used in patients with heart disease, 
high blood pressure or kidney dis­ 
ease, nor was it used in patients 
who had ulcer of tile stomach or 
bowel.
